CLASP in action

A revolution is brewing in 
Portugal. Communists and 
revolutionaries fight in the 
streets. An innocent man is in 
jail to see what conditions 
exist there. A Mormon 
becomes a monk for a few 
days. 

The BYU slogan “The 
world is our campus,” comes 
to life through the sociology 
program CLASP. Students in 
the CLASP program at BYU 
are given the opportunity to 
work with problems faced by 
the nation and community. 
These students see anything 
from fires in a city blazing,to 
a monk quietly administering 
his afternoon rites in a 
secluded valley. 

“SCbASPacstand sf or 
“Creative Learning through 
the Application of 
Sociological Principles,” says 
John Seggar, director of the 
CLASP program. “CLASP is 
growth inspiring and teaches 
the students that are 
participating to exercise 
interpersonal skills.” 

The students enrolled in the 
program select a major 
project for the semester for 
field work. They are allowed 
to take one P.E. class and two 
credits of religion. Their 
remaining 15 hours are 
selected from specific lists of 
sociology courses within the 
CRASP program. This 
semester there are 32 
students enrolled in the 
program. 

“CLASP is based on the 
assumption that learning and 
growth is not complete nor 
fully satisfying if it is limited 
largely to ‘“‘book learning,” 
says Seggar. ‘CLASP is 
addressed to the five aspects 
of learning: intellectual, 
spiritual emotional, social 
and physical.” 


At the beginning of the 
students 
itvolved in CLASP undergo 
p-ychological testing, are put 
through simulated games and 
spend 10 to 14 days in the

The fourth through seventh 
weeks are for: information 
gathering and students start 
to define their programs, 
continues Staley. 

“When a student becomes 
involved in the CLASP 
program he has to make up 
his mind that he is going to 
deveiop a better relationship 
with himself and with 
Heavenly Father,’ says Russ 
Rogers, an active member of 
the program.” 

‘Students have chosen 
various projects over the 
years.

Portuguese troops in 
increasing numbers were 
being sent to quell 
anti-colonial rebellions in 
Portugal’s African colonies of 
Angola, Ginnea-Bissau’ and 
Mozambique. By 1973 
Portugal was spending 40 per 
cent of its national budget in 
the conflicts. 

The: African wars loomed 
into a Vietnam-type albatross 
over the patience of the 
populace at home. With the 
economy reeling under the 
war pressue, Caetano’s rigid 
civil discpline measures 
triggered a bloodless military 
coup on April 25, 1974. The 
rifle muzzles of the military 
were stuffed with carnations, 
giving the coup its name:

jungle-fighting veteran, 
General Antonio de Spinola. 
The Portuguese nearly deified 
him until it became obvious 
he, too, was unwilling to shed 
the oil-rich colonies. Within 
five months the people cast 
out: ‘‘the fascist.” Vasco 
Goncalves, reluctantly named 
prime minister in July by 
Spinola, led the nation until 
September, 1975, when the 
socialist-leaning Portuguese 
displayed contempt for 
Goncalves’ communist 
oriented Sth Government by 
devastating Communist Party 
headquarters throughout the 
country. On September 19, 
1975, Pinheiro de Azevedo, a 
distinguished navy admiral 
and moderate politician, took 
the helm of national 
leadership. 

Lisbon’s new revolutionary 
tradition has begun to repeat 
itself during the last two 
weeks. The bulldog 
communists intimidated the 
prime minister by staging a 
massive civil workers’ strike 
on the doorstep of his 
residence. The next Sunday 
afternoon, November 9, saw a 


colossal leftist rally in 
downtown Praca de 
Comercio. Then Prime 


Minister’s aide, Senhor Braga 
de Cruz, told me “these last 
two rallies have crippled 
Azevedos’ stature as prime 
minister.” 

On November 20, the 6th 
Government released an 
announcement that it had 
“suspended its duties’ until 
civil order could be enforced 
and military support 
guaranteed.

parking tickets, plant flowers, 
maintain the University’s 
instruments, even check and 
sharpen pencil sharpeners. 
‘Candy Kosson, a junior in 
Special Education from 
Brooklyn Center, Minnesota 
works at the Alumni House 
soliciting funds for the 
Church Development Office. 
Miss Kosson has an attitude 
typical of many of the 
students who work on 
campus. “I feel that I am 
really serving.”

blantant implications of 
government scandal. The 
book shows how efforts to 
expose the cancerous 
corruption, met almost 
unbelievable opposition from 
various segments of the 
government. It notes that the 
earliest press accusations 
received either an apathetic 
or a skeptical response from 
the public sector. The book 
by Bernstein and Woodward 
is both intriguing and relevant 
because of its striking 
illustration of this wall of 
Opposition. 

The reader is shocked and 
appalled as he reads of 
myriad lies purported by top 
government officials during 
the investigation. He wonders 
how such incompetent men 
(who apparently suffered 
chronic memory lapses) were 
ever appointed to their high 
offices. 

White House officials tried 
to indict scapegoat after 
scapegoat, continually passing 
the buck. For example, after 
the attempted burglary of 


Democratic National 
Headquarters, the White 
Howse- referred to-— tie 


Committee to Re-elect the 
President. as “they”, as if it 
were a private and separate 
organization. In reality, the 
CRP and the White House 
were staffed by essentially 
the same ‘people. 

Several hundred thousand 
dollars in illegal campaign 
contributions -were 
‘Jaundered” through Mexico 
in much the same way that 
the Mafia “washes” their 
money. The book implies 
that wiretapping and spying 
were used more widely than 
we may ever know. Forged 
letters, incredible accusations, 
and: other assorted 
muckraking was used by the 
Nixon administration to 
discredit political opponents 


All Nixon's men 


during Watergate and related 
conspiracies, and to discount 
the =press during the 
uncovering of Watergate. 

The gallant attempt by 
journalists to expose such 
immoral, corrupt, and 
unethical behavior of the 
executive branch should. have 
been vigorously supported by 
the American public. Indeed, 
any honest citizen who 
familiarized himself with the 
actual goings-on of the 
episode would certainly have 
been incensed. “All The 
President’s Men” provides an 
analysis of the outrage. 


Moral laxity 
Unfortunately, 
Americans, including some 
Mormons, displayed a striking 
lack of moral vigor in the face 
of Watergate outrage. Many 
Americans were amazingly 
sympathetic toward the 
President, hoping somehow 
he might be absolved of his 
heinous crimes. Some 
maintained such a ridiculous 
notion even after Nixon had 
been proven guilty. Apathy 
was probably a major cause 
of the reaction. In the case of 
Mormon citizens, perhaps 
some were afraid to criticize 
the U.S. Government in light 
of its divine origin and the 
twelfth article of LDS Faith. 
History, nevertheless, is 
fraught with warnings against 
such low-key moral vigor. 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn, the 
noted writer and veteran of 


Siberian concentration 
camps, dedicates his
